Shapp responded sharply to

Sprague saying it was a “re­ 
flection of their very right-wing 
attitude.”

Sprague has begun an investi­ 
gation of the program at near­ 
by Graterford Prison.

Dogs Over Drugs 


Do the Pottstown area’s elected lead­ 
ers care about the epidemic drug prob­ 
lem? 
The Pottstown Area Council of Gov­ 
ernments last week put off making my 
decision on financial support to Insight 
— the only area agency committed to 
dealing with the drug problem. 
The COG, representing Pottstown and 
the five surrounding townships, indicated 
the taxpayers weren’t interested in pay­ 
ing the $20,'000 Insight needs in order to 
get another $50,000 in matching federal 
money to cover expenses this year. 
Instead, COG, decided to hire a dog- 
catcher as its first priority project since 
its inauguration this year. 
The COG representatives passed the 
buck on drug abuse. 
They complained the six municipali­ 
ties involved can’t afford $20,000. 
Those six have annual budgets total­ 
ling well over $6 million. 
Drug abuse is the area’s most serious 
— and expensive — social disease with 
the exception of poverty itself. 
Experts estim ate there are as many 
as 400 heroin users based in Pottstown 
and living in the borough or the surround­ 
ing townships. 
These users alone spend $10,000 a day 
or more to buy drugs —- getting much of 
the money through crime. Some are still 
in high school. 
Is the problem too unbelievable to 
take seriously? 


One representative to COG said he 
thinks only "m assive federal aid" can 
solve the problem by building institutions 
for the enforced treatm ent of addicts. 
Well, federal aid has been offered to 
Pottstown. All the government has asked 
is a token of locai interest — a dollar of 
local money for every $3 in federal money. 
Insight hoped the Council of Govern­ 
m en ts would chip in at least part of the 
local money as a show of unified area 
support in the fight against a problem 
th at affects everyone in the greater Potts­ 
town community. 
The federal money won’t be used to 
build institutions where addicts can be 
shut away. 
The root of the disease lies in the 
hearts of people who want others to pay 
for the problems of their own children 
and who want the problem shut away 
behind walls and shaded windows. 
Insight is helping to build new insti­ 
tutions — not institutions with walls, but 
social institutions in which the area’s 
young people can lead fruitful lives with­ 
out feeling a n e e d to escape through 
'drugs. 
The Pottstown area is almost unique 
among Pennsylvania communities in the 
richness of its resources for fighting drug 
abuse. It has expert advice, some com ­ 
mitted workers and enough money — 
if its leaders have the foresight and poli­ 
tical courage to spend it.

Eight years ago Poland proposed a 
European security conference; which is 
about to get under way in Helsinki, Fin­ 
land.

It could become that, if the Russians 
are serious about reducing tensions in 
Europe. The prinicipal issue among many 
is the balanced reduction of forces, in­ 
cluding Soviet troops throughout Eastern 
Europe.

Cornwallis Makes 


Capitulation Official 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Area Historian 
Our Ledger presented a transcript of the pa­ 
role Washington required of the defeated Lord 
Cornwallis. We probably never shall locate this 
document anywhere more convenient. Yorktown 
behind him, the British general was no doubt 
relieved to find this unpopular war over with. 
‘‘He was given leave to go home alter his great 
surrender.’’ wrote the Ledger, 
subject to recall 
at any lime Washington wanted him. Washington, 
however, was very glad to get rid of him. 
The Ledger presented the following transcrip­ 
tion: 
"I, Charles Earl Cornwallis, lieutenant general 
and commander of his Britanic m ajesty s forces, 
do acknowledge myself a prisoner of war of the 
United States of America, and, having permis­ 
sion from his excellency, General Washington, 
agreeable to capitulation, to proceed to New York 
and to Europe, do pledge my faith and my word 
of honor, that I will not do or say anything in­ 
jurious to the said United States or armies thereof 
or their allies, until duly exchanged. I do further 
promise that whenever required by the com ­ 
mander-in-chief of the American army, or the 
commissary of the prisoners of the sam e, I will 
repair to such place or places as they or either 
of them m ay require. 
"Given under my hand at Yorktown, 28th day 
of October, 1781. 
"Cornwallis." 
We have written much of Fagleysville and 
Frederick as it pertains to American history dur­ 
ing incursion by the Continental forces. Readers 
of the column m ay begin to believe nothing ever 
occurred except that it had a connection with 
George Washington. 
Far from it! Although the 
family names do remain the sam e, the drama 
often ranged to the extreme opposite end of the 
scales of human behavior. 
Years ago a land boundary dispute arose be­ 
tween two elderly men named Henry Fox and 
Samuel Rhoads. Although a fence had divided the 
Fox farm from the Rhoads farm for 70 years, it 
was still not decisive to either who owned the 
beautiful cherry tree growing upon the Fox side 
of the wire. Upon the day that Mrs. Fox went 
cherry picking an incident occurred which never 
should have happened. 
And here we must pause to comment on a fact 
surprisingly peculiar to our own are —- of how 
many elderly ladies fell out of fruit trees during 
those days. Of course, we know nothing substan­ 
tial about Mrs. Fox’s age, but her husband has 
been characterized as "elderly," and it is more 
than possible the blush of youth no longer lay 
across her brow. 
While she was engaged with the cherries on 
the tree, a young man named John Schwenk 
happened to pass by and he paused long enough 
to pelt her with bad eggs. Unfortunately this boy 
of 16 years was not only in the employ of Samuel 
Rhoads, he also lived on the same farm with him. 
Young John Schwenk "opened fire on Mrs. 
Fox, bombarding her so vigorously and with such 
correct aim that before she could get down from, 
the tree and escape she was dripping wet from 
head to foot. She told her husband, and seeing 
Mr. Rhoads com ing from his house shortly after­ 
wards, Henry Fox complained of Schwenk’s bad 
conduct." 
The lady claim ed Mr. Rhoads told her he 
would stand all damages, and her husband who 
stood alongside confirms what was said. A farm 
worker Abraham Bertolet claims Rhoads cam e 
through the cornfield and made mention to him 
that he would stand damages for the accident. 
“While M aster Schwenk said at a store in the 
evening that Rhoads had ordered him to make 
the assault. Rhoads and Schwenk were each held 
in $300 bail for their appearance at court. , 
About this tim e Jesse B. Gilbert, Pottstown's 
local expressm an, purchased from Jacob Fred­ 
ericks of Zieglersville an old stagecoach that had 
been used on the run from Pottstown to Norris­ 
town prior to the opening of the railroad. The 
coach was a mammoth affair, in good condition, 
and in a little while we find him running it from 
town to the various localities where summer out- 
tings were being offered. 
For a quarter, including return fare, who could 
go wrong? The ride was worth the price, if the 
entertainment proved to fail. On these occasions 
the paper spoke in high enthusiasm of the stage 
as a "Tally-Ho" — of the good fun afforded on 
such excursions down High street with Gilbert 
at the reins of his four-horse team.

The Gunston knee may yet 
also be used for severe in­ 
capacitating 
arthritis, in ad­ 
dition to its use following in­ 
juries. The possibility is great 
that this artificial joint may 
lead 
to variations for other 
joints in the body.

They 
took her off to jail, never­ 
theless, leaving her 12-year-old 
daughter to cook and clean for 
the seven other children. 
The authorities had traced 
Mrs, Hurler, who is 32, to the 
small village of St. Michel sous 
Gland near the Belgian border 
on Sept. 25 for a case going 
back to 1965. It involved, she 
said, a bad check, used to buy 
eyeglasses, for 78 francs — 
$15,60. 
The prison term was four 
months in jail, double the nor­ 
mal sentence because Mrs. Hu* 
rier never appeared in court. 
“I was divorced and changed 
addresses from Paris where I 
was living. No letters reached 
me,” she told a reporter, add­ 
ing that she paid the money 
back anyway. 
While her second husband 
worked day and night at small 
cleaning jobs, Mrs. Hurier’s 
daughter, 
Myriam, 
was in 
charge of the house, including 
her 8-month-old brother, David. 
Last Wednesday, Mrs. Hu­ 
rier’s 14-year-old son, Thierry, 
who had quit a vocational high 
school because his schoolmates 
were calling his mother a thief 
and a jailbird, went to his great 
grandmother’s house and re­ 
moved a tube of barbiturates 
from her dresser drawer. 
DIES WATCHING TV 
He took them home and swal­ 
lowed 19. 11131 evening, watch­ 
ing television, Thierry died. 
The police suggested he did not 
really want to kill himself, but 
just to be taken to a hospital 
and force a situation where his 
mother would have been re­ 
leased from prison. 
In his last letter to his moth­ 
er, 
Thierry 
wrote: 
“Dear 
Mama, I worked with papa this 
afternoon. I hope you will be 
with us for Christmas. I’m go­ 
ing to give you a pretty 
present.” 
The tragedy had an Imme­ 
diate political resonance. A so­ 
cial worker who was recently 
able to get permission for Mrs. 
Hurier to have her youngest 
child with her In jail reported 
she requested a direct pardon 
from President Georges Pom­ 
pidou. Pompidou did not get 
around to Mrs. Hurier’s dossier 
in time. 
UNDER ATTACK 
Neither, apparently, did the 
justice minister, Rene Pleven, 
to whom the mayor of St. Mich­ 
el wrote asking him to inter­ 
cede. Pleven’s prison system 
has been under attack this year 
and he has become sensitive to 
the point of insisting on cute in 
an Italian movie about life in 
jail because it seemed to re­ 
flect the situation in France.

But Only Briefly, PE Says 


If a heavy snowstorm should 
hit the Pottstown area, electric 
service might be one of the 
casualties. 
But 
through 
a 
complex 
system of dividing customers 
into 
“blocks” 
with 
only 
a 
limited number of homes or 
businesses on each line, power 
shortages in widespread areas 
are avoided. 
When there is a power failure, 
dozens of men 
are on call 
around the clock to restore 
service at a moment’s notice. 
“The Schuylkill 
Division of 
Philadelphia Electric Co. has 
200 
men on 
duty 
who 
are 
e q u i p p e d 
to 
handle 
any 
emergency,” said John Boyer, 
superintendent for the district 
in his Norristown office. 
“There are certain procedures 
worked out in advance, so that 
the men are ready to go when 
the area, is hit by a major 
snowstorm like we had in 1958.” 
That year the Pottstown area 
received 41.8 inches of snow, 
compared to the average, 21.8 
inches. 
BIGGEST SNOWS 
The two biggest snows that 
winter dropped 13 inches Feb. 
15 to 16, and another 11.4 inches 
March 19 to 21.

400 Attend Memorial Service for Two Slain Students 
BATON ROUGE. La. (AP> - 
A memorial service for the two 
black students slain, at Southern 
University drew 400 people to 
the steps of the state capitol on 
Sunday as two independent 
commissions prepared to begin 
full-scale investigations of the 
Nov. 16 police-student con­ 
frontation at the school. 
State officials and school ad 
ministra tors, meanwhile, count­ 
ered threats, of continued turbu­ 
lence with pleas for calm as 
they 
prepared 
to 
resume 
classes at Southern’s smaller 
New Orleans branch, for the 
first time since the tragedy 90 
miles to the north. 
FIRM GRIP 
Protesting blacks sought to 
maintain a firm grip on. public 
attention with the Sunday after­ 
noon rally on the steps of the 
34-story capitol building. 
About 4QQ blacks assembled 
for the hour-long rally. Leaders 
said it was in memorial for the 
two dead students. John E. 
Brown, who told the crowd he 
had organized the event, said, 
“The very existence of the 
black race today is threatened. 
“We are not going to contin­ 
ue to sit by and watch our race 
exterminated from the face of 
the earth.” 
Brown said several national 
civil rights leaders had been in­ 
vited to speak, but he said none 
was able to attend. 
Focal point for the activity 
was the 30 minutes of violence 
on Nov. 16 which exploded 
as officers chased students 
from Southern’s administration 
building. Denver A. Smith of 
New Roads, La., and Leonard 
Douglas Brown, Bilbert, La., 
both 20, were sprayed with 
buckshot and '"died of head 
wounds. Authorities contended 
at the start that officers fired 
nothing but tear gas. Later, 
however, they conceded that an 
officer could have mistaken a 
shotgun cartridge for tear gas 
cartridge. 
Only the 12-member commis­ 
sion appointed by the state’s at­ 
torney general, William Guste, 
could boast legal status and at 
least access to subpoena pow­ 
ers. 
ARE SKEPTICAL

of the family of her abductor, 
Tewfik Tébbo. 
Demonstrations

posed to' the girl but was re­ 
jected by her family. 
“Praise be to Allah, my 
daughter has been restored to 
us,, still a. * virgin and 'un­ 
harmed.,”' 'Rafica’s, father said j 
in a telephone interview.

Minia District, near Tripoli, un­ 
til Thursday when he moved 
her to an unspecified place in 
Syria. Rafica’s brothers said. 
NO CHARGES 
She was released when her 
family promised not to bring 
charges against the abductor, 
police sources said.

DETROIT (API — More leis­ 
ure time is shaping up as an 
important union issue in bar­ 
gaining on n * w labor con­ 
tracts with America’s automak­ 
ers next year. And, judging 
from its current stand, man­ 
agement probably will take a 
hard line. 
“The question of more leisure 
time is certainly going to be an 
issue.” a spokesman for the 1.6 
million-member 
United 
Auto 
Workers 
Union said Sunday. 
“Practically all of the union’s 
officers have indicated in one 
way or another that more time 
off to allow the worker to be 
with his family is essential.” 


NO POLICY 
The spokesman said, how­ 
ever, that no formal general 
policy will be set on the ques­ 
tion until after a a collective 
bargaining 
convention 
next 
March. 
A reduction of work time 
could take various forms, rang­ 
ing from more paid holidays to 
sabbaticals tied to an accumu­ 
lation of reduced work hours, 
the spokesman said. He said 
one proposal union leaders had

for 
thought” might involve setting 
aside 10 per cent of the work 
year for each production em­ 
ploye. 
Crediting 
an employe 
with four hours of leisure time: 
a week — 10 per cent of a 40- 
hour week — would give him 26 
days at the end of the work 
year, or a week a quarter, the 
spokesman said. 
The auto industry, running 
full throttle with a record de­ 
mand for new cars, has become

Idle capacity is costly in an 
industry in which the four big­ 
gest producers.

NEW YORK (AP) - H. Rap| 
Brown, the mysterious black 
power figure, is: scheduled to 
stand trial Monday on robbery, 
attempted murder and gun pos­ 
session charges.

Kunstler and 
Moore both have figured in 
many famous civil rights cases 
in recent years.

WASHINGTON CAP) - The I 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission denied American Tele 
phone & Telegraph Co. its re­ 
quested minimum 9.5 per cent 
long-distance telephone rate in­ 
crease and instead granted an 
interim 8.5 per cent.

flowers. 
“There has been a lot of 
destruction. 
It’s 
tragic,” 
Mrs, 
Margaret Mee said 
after her last Amazon trip. 
“Large 
areas have 
been 
devastated. They probably 
never will be replanted.” 
The only hope, she says, is 
to call out the Army. 
The Amazon jungle is the 
world’s 
largest remaining 
forest reserve. But contrary 
to 'what most people think, 
its soil is thin and delicate. 
“Farm ers cut down trees 
and burn off the land to 
plant cassava root or corn 
or bananas. They get one 
crop. 
But 
since 
they’ve 
destroyed all the trees, the 
rain washes away the loose 
topsoil, and the next year 
they get nothing,” Mrs. Mee 
explained. “ But the farmers 
couldn’t 
care 
less. 
They 
move on to another place 
and do the same thing.” 
Mrs, Mee is a 20-vear 
resident 
of Brazil whose 
paintings of jungle plants 
are in important U.S. and 
European 
art 
collections 
and 
in famous museums 
such 
as 
the Smithsonian 
Institution 
in Washington, 
D.C. She spent five months 
earlier this year on the far- 
off Maues and Negro rivers, 
on
